The debate upon the subject covered the land 
monopoly argum ents which have bee >me fam iliar to 
all. 
The bill was refused f assage by a vote of 12 ayes 
to 21 noes. 
Mr. W e s t moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the Senate yesterday refused to pass Senate Bill No. 
300—An Act to repeal Section 1042 of the Civil Code, 
relative to riparian rights. 
The motion prev iled by a vote of 18 ayes to 15 
uoes. 
The bill was then ordered at the head of the third 
reading file for to-morro*-.

high water takes its way to the lower country.

danger to 
the valleys. 
But 
in

m istaken, 
for 
the 
crushed rock, although mueh less in quantity, 
is mueh the heaviest, and where it once settles, ex­ 
cept there is a big fall, it never moves again, and 
the ttream , after becoming lull, has to leave its 
original channel aud seek a new course in the rich 
alluvial soil of the farmer. 
True it is th at San F ran­ 
cisco for the past few years has had a splendid m arket 
for grain, and the people thii.k th at this may still 
continué, bu t let there be one good crop all over 
Europe, and grain would be a drug in the m arket. 
N othing could be done in th at line by shipping, and 
they would again tu rn their faces to the m ountains 
—the original source of all their wealth and great­ 
ness. 
If J had tim e I could gather the itemized ac­ 
count of the am ount cf engines and machinery, 
tools, clothing, groceries, and, last but not least, the 
num ber of tons of coal annually cont>u i cd by the 
m ining counties, the m anufacture and production oí 
which gives employment to at least onc-half of the 
working population of San Francisco. Then they turn 
around and say th at the city and coast counties 
are not 
interested 
and 
refuse 
us 
the 
aid 
we ask, which am ounts to only $1 50 on $1,000, and 
which ought to be cheerfully giv n by every m an 
who has foresight enough to look to the interest 
of the btate which he is supp:»8cd to represent. 
Now, about the proper way to go to work to accom­ 
plish the desired end, I m ust respectfully beg leave 
to differ with m ost of the gentlem en who have 
spoken on this subject. Tell me, ye wiseacres, how 
you can get a foundation for a dam in a stream or 
river th at has filled up one, two o r three hundred 
feel ? Such argum ent m ust have been used where 
i norance is bliss. 
In my opiuion one-half of those 
who have spoken on this subject did not know w hat 
they were talkiug about, a rd three-quarters of the 
other half were in a fog as to a solution of the 
main question. 
The question is, W hat shall we do ? 
Now, in my opinion, there is only one way ou t of 
this trouble, and th at is to condemn the 44,000 
acres already ruined, and as much more as is neces­ 
sary to deposit the debris on for the next fifty 
years, a rd go clear down to the lowest safe point, 
and there build the dam and levee, which could be 
improved from year to year, as necessary, and then 
dredge o u t the rivers to a certain point, to le ascer­ 
tained by survey and calculation based on the actual 
experience of form er years. This would be cheaper 
than any plan yet proposed, even if we had to |»ay 
for the land so condemned, which we ought to do, 
at least the first cost of it to the rettlcra. 
Now, to 
the workingmen whose only cry has been employ­ 
m ent. 
There would be a chance for a thousand of 
them for a season, and |>ermanent work for mar.y 
all the tim e ; and when they have once left the citv, 
they would toon m ake homes in the valley or foot­ 
hills, where there is plenty of Government land to 
be had by th e atking as homesteads, and where 
they would soon have a perfect Garden of Eden, 
and sit in comfort and contentm ent under th eir 
own vine and fig tree. 
Mr. Cook said 'i t has been conceded that some­ 
thing m ust be done. 
It has been decided th at the 
tax shall not be placed entirely on the State nor 
wholl> on the districts. 
This bill reache» th e ob­ 
jections and divides the tax between all parties. As 
a representative of Modoc he considered his con­ 
stituents were interested. 
San Francisco taiks 
about not paying a portion of this, in the light of 
the fact th a t the sea-walls of San Francisco and 
many of her improvements have b*en mode direc ly 
out of the State treasury. 
Why should she come 
up and object to paying her share of this im prove­ 
m ent? 
Mr. Mavbell asked how m uch has the State paid 
to San Francisco? How much has San Francisco 
paid to the State? She has paid almost half of the 
entire revenue of the State in taxet. 
The idea of a 
little, one-horse town like San Francisco paying 


half the revenue, and then to be asked to pay more. 
There may be those who think San Francisco wants 
to ^ iv e M ate aid, but he, representing th at city, 
claimed th a t such v.as not the case 
li it was for 
the improvement cf the rivers alone, ii they v.ere 
being filled u p lrcm natural causes, then lie would 
say the Stnte should step in. 
But the rivers are 
being destroyed ,y , rivatc interest*, a .d it is not 
for the State to tom e in and build up w hat they arc 
tearing down. Let the men who arc doing the 
da:; a^c, who reap the benefits, do this w< rk. 
Why 
should the counties th a t are being destroyed i*«y 
the tax ? It is prepostero s. 
The men who throw 
this dirt into the river should be taxed until they 
eiear the eh an i»is « f the rivers. They are t^.e ones 
who have done the damage, and no principle is cor­ 
rect th at will net compel them to rectify the dam a. e. 
Mr. Chandler «aid ho Lad been misr^pre.-ented. 
He h is advocated State aid all the time, 
lie saw 
there Lad been a change iu sentim ent, and he 
wanted gentlem en te» qo íheic and coiivmcc them ­ 
selves th a t the farmers do not desire th eir land to 
be reclaimed, only that the rivers shall be cleared 
a»»d the debris impoun led 
If he Staito has such a 
threat interest in the mines, let the State take care of 
the debris, and then the fanners will take care of 
their lands. Let the State clear out the rivers. T hat 
is her busincf-*. 
Mr. H ardy said the Governor in his inaugural ad­ 
dress recommends th a t this question be settled on 
some broad basis, 
lie believed ihut San Francisco 
is directly interested ai d the masses arc interested, 
because of commerce and navigation. This debris 
ii there. The &Li*c has perm itted it, ard the m iner 
m ust be protected. The Mate ought to b*-ar a por­ 
tion of this expense. TLe parties directly inte»csted 
should hear a portion, aud the peisona causing the 
damage should bear a large portion. 
Mr. McCallion was in favor of a third reading.

A MINING Ell HE AC. 
A bill has been introduce¿1 to the As­ 
sembly providing for the creation of the 
office of State Mineralogist, together with 
a Mining Bureau, the purposes of which 
shall be to gather and arrange mineral 
specimens and ail kinds of models of ma­ 
chinery used in mining, to make analytical 
assays, to procure important information 
relating to the development of mineral 
deposits, and in other ways to afford mean?, 
of obtaining accurate knowledge on such 
matters. It appears to us that the pur­ 
poses of this bill arc good, and as the ex­ 
penses are to be paid from a tax levied 
upon the mining interest, the public who 
are not directly engaged in such pursuits 
have no immediate inotivc*for opposing it. 
Such a Mining Bureau would probably be 
of great and increasing usefulness. The 
mineral resources of California are not as 
yet at all adequately developed, and it is 
scarcely' too much to say that their extent 
and character are scarcely comprehended 
even by residents of many years' standing. 
For it must be realized that silver and gold 
are by no mean3 the only mineral resources 
of the State. She possesses deposits of 
a score of minerals, all of groat value, and 
scarcely any developed. Hereafter these 
deposits will be opened up more and more, 
and information regarding them will be 
sought more eagerly. Had such a Bureau 
existed twenty years ago it would have 
doubtless prevented the useless expenditure 
of millions of dollars, which have been 
literally thrown away in attempts to dis­ 
cover valuable mines in impossible locali­ 
ties. The organization of mining industry 
would be greatly stimulated by such au in­ 
stitution, and it would lead to tiie invest­ 
ment of capital in the working of other 
minerals than gold and silver, and so en­ 
courage manufactures, and help to build up 
a more stable prosperity on the coast. As 
the public are not asked to tax themselves 
for the work, and as it is evidently a con­ 
cession to a long-felt want, we see no reason 
for opposition to this bill. 


A SLIGHT INDICATION. 
A month ago the San Francisco Board of 
Health declared the Chinese quarter a 
nuisance. At the end of thirty days a 
fresh inspection of the quarter was had, 
and it then appeared that vigorous and 
wholesale purification and renovation had 
taken place, the only parts which remained 
unclcansed being properties belonging to 
white men, who had neglected or refused 
to ol>eyT tlic law. It Í3 now in order to 
point out that it has always been in the 
power of the San Francisco municipal 
government to do what has at last been 
done in this regard, and that if the Chi­ 
nese quarter has hitherto been a nuisance 
and a disgrace to the city, that fact proves 
that the servants of the people have disre­ 
garded their duty in the premises. Noth­ 
ing can be more self-condemnatory than 
those common complaints about the 
filthy habits of the Chinese, which 
have been staple so long. 
When 
the power 
of 
enforcing 
remedial 
action 
is always available, 
as 
in 
a municipality in regard to public hygiene, 
the responsibility for the existence of bad 
sanitary conditions most rest upon the au­ 
thorities, and not upon those who might 
bo but are not compelled to live cleanly 
and decently. There has been to time 
during the past twenty years when the San 
Francisco Supervisors or Board of Health 
could not have enforced cleanliness in the 
Chinese quarter as easily as now, ami the 
evidence now afforded, of the promptness 
with which 3anitary laws are fu 
el when 
the effort is once unde, is a s i .rp com­ 
mentary upon the sloth and apathy which 
have tolerated the nuisance for a quarter 
of a century, railing at it continually as 
though it were beyond reach, but never 
until now thinking of applying the reme­ 
dies s hich lay at hand. 


CONGRESS AND DEBRIS. 
Mr. Berry has been authorized by the 
Committee on Mines aud Mining to report 
back, with a recommendation that it pass, 
an appropriation of §250,000, to be applied 
to the investigation aud cure of the debris 
evil in this State. An inquiry by engi­ 
neers is among the things called for, and 
this is calculated to delay action. Should 
the appropriation be voted, however, it 
would prove a welcome addition to the 
fund which we trust the State will create 
for tiiis purpose. The Congressional ap­ 
propriation proposed is of course quite 
insufficient by itself to accomplish any­ 
thing considerable, but it 13 enough to 
make a beginning with. Now that Con­ 
gress has shown a dispoaj^jou to do some­ 
thing practical in the matter, it is to be 
hoped that the State Legislature will make 
up its mind to adopt the Young amend­ 
ment introduced the other day, and which 
appears to be the only measure capable of 
uniting upon it the conflicting interests 
which have hitherto prevented all action.

The President has resolved upon a new 
experiment in connection with the Chinese 
question. He has appointed a Commission j 
consisting of John F. Swift, of San Fran- , 
cisco, and W. H. Trescott, of South Caro- j 
lina, to assist James II. Angelí, of Michi­ 
gan, who is named Envoy to replace Sew­ 
ard, in negotiating an amended treaty with 
the Pekin Government. The capacity of 
the new Minister appears to be conceded, 
though it docs not appear that he ha3 had 
any diplomatic training, or that he has 
given any attention to the Chinese ques­ 
tion. Mr. Trescott is spoken of as a 
diplomatist of proved ability, and hi3 
services are therefore likely to be very 
valuable to the Commission. The Pacific 
Coast delegation is not particularly pleased 
with the arrangement, having desired that 
John F. Swift should be appointed Minis­ 
ter to China, and that the whole business 
should be placed in his hands. The ob­ 
jection raised again-t this proposition, 
namely, that Mr. Swift, as specially repre­ 
senting a community notoriously hostile 
to the Chinese, might be regarded with 
disfavor and suspicion by the Pekin 
Government, 
was one which prob­ 
ably could not be overcome, 
and 
we are inclined to think that the 
Pacific Coast ha3 in this matter obtained 
all that could reasonably have been ex­ 
pected under the circumstances. 
Some 
members of our Congressional delegation 
predict the failure of the Commissioners, 
and no doubt it would be rash to prophecy 
the success of the mission. The really 
serious obstacle to the only form of ar­ 
rangement which would effectually solve 
the Chinese problem, however, is not to 
be sought in the composition of this Com­ 
mission, but in the position of the Eastern 
people upon the whole question. The truth 
is that all the delays which have occurred 
up to the present time have really been 
due to the absence of* a profound convic­ 
tion of the dangers of unrestricted Chinese 
immigration. The commercial considera­ 
tions have throughout overbalanced the 
tendencies of a broad statesmanship. The 
intemperance of much of the Cali­ 
fornia sentiment on the question has 
been availed of to reinforce the as­ 
sertion 
that the 
whole 
opposition 
to the Chinese is irrational and narrow, 
and consequently undeserving of recogni­ 
tion. 
The sentimentalism of Eastern 
theologians has come in aid of this posi­ 
tion, and the general result is an indispo­ 
sition to make any proposition to the 
Chinese Government calculated to inter­ 
fere with mercantile relations. It is said 
that one motive for appointing this Com­ 
mission is to take the Chinese question out 
of politics, and it Í3 quite possible that 
there may be- truth in this conjecture. 
W hether there would have been any mo* 
hope of a satisfactory adjustment had Mr. 
Swift alone been sent on the mission, is, 
however, a question which could only be 
answered intelligently if we knew how- 
far the United States Government is really 
disposed to go, in facilitating the settle­ 
ment of the issue. 


it is a danger which experienced politicians 
ought to have foreseen. The identity of 
interest between the Kearneyites aud the 
Democrats at the present juncture scarce­ 
ly needs the adroit eloqucncq of a Kalloeh 
to set it forth plainly, and when the only 
counterbalancing consideration is the pub­ 
lic weal, wc are afraid it is likely to kick 
the beam when the weighing takes place. 
Tt is understood that Kalloeh has large 
am bitiors; that, in fact, he wants to go 
to the United States Senate ; and that lie 
lias already placed himself in negotiation 
with prominent Democratic politicians, 
with a view- to the arrangement of au alli­ 
ance. The Democracy wants the control of 
the city government, as well as tile State, 
if it can get it. It is not accustomed to 
boggle at trifles, and when so much is to he 
gained by fusion, and so little (politically) 
is to be gained by standing out against 
Kearneyism, it is evidently the part of 
prudence to be prepared for the worst. 
The Committee of Two Hundred appear 
to have proceeded on the hypothesis that 
the Democrats could be relied 011 to fulfill 
their engagements, forgetting that whereas 
the Republicans have no temptations to at­ 
tempt any dalliance with the common ene­ 
my, their old antagonists are exposed to 
the strongest temptations in that direction, 
seeing that the common enemy are really 
for the most part perverts from the Demo­ 
cratic faith. On the whole, therefore, 
the outlook is very unpromising, and 
should the cause of law aud order triumph 
at the polls next week, we shall be agreea 
bly disappointed. 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


We have long been convinced that the 
main difficulty lay at Washington and not 
at Pekin, and the best evidence of this is 
to be found in the conspicuous inequali­ 
ties of the present relations between the 
United States and China. The treaty un­ 
der which the Chinese come and reside 
here has no counterpart in their own coun­ 
try. The United States have been thrown 
open to China, but China has not been 
thrown open to the United .States. Ameri­ 
can citizens cannot travel ihtre beyond 
the treaty ports without express permis­ 
sion. 
They cannot introduce American 
manufactures or machinery or railroads 
there. They are tied down to a rigidly lim­ 
ited programme of barter and sale. It fol 
lows from this that we could give the Chi­ 
nese all the commercial facilities they ex­ 
tend to us, without allowing them any 
more privileges of residence and travel 
than they allow us. 
Against such 
a proposition the Chinese diplomat­ 
ists could have nothing to object, 
and 
if 
it 
lias never 
yet 
been 
brought forward the reason probably is 
that there has never been a sincere desire 
on the part of our Government to meet 
the wishes of the people of tho Pacific 
coast. We do not expect a great deal 
from tho new Commission, because we see 
no ground for the belief that our Govern­ 
ment is much more in earnest than it ha? 
been previously. 
The presence on the 
Commission of a man so thoroughly con­ 
versant with the needs of this coast as is 
Mr. Swift, however, will probably pi event 
the collapse of the experiment as other 
tentative efforts have collapsed. He will 
be in a position to hold his colleagues up 
to their work, and he may te enabled to 
convince them so effectually of the 
need for radical treaty amendment 
as to secure the advance of more 
effective propositions than the Admin­ 
istration would be likely to suggest. 
Certainly it will be in his power to rentier 
any fast-aml-loose play on the j art of the 
other members of the Commission imprac­ 
ticable, and we may rely upon obtaining 
from him a clear aud trustworthy account 
of the views of the Chinese Government 
upon the question. If, therefoie, the ar­ 
rangement is not the best that could have 
been made, it is not without some hopeful 
elements ; but whatever is or is not to be 
expected from it, the Pacific coast delega­ 
tion will be perfectly justified in pressing 
the legislation now before Congress with 
the same energy as though no other re­ 
course was in aontemplation. 


NOT AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 
To outside observers it appears that the 
recent arrangements made in San Fran­ 
cisco regarding the charter election and 
that for a State Senator have been of a 
nature to give the Democrats an advantage 
which they are very unlikely to let slip. 
Unfortunately for the cause of good gov­ 
ernment, the relations between the Demo­ 
crats and the Kearneyites are of a kind 
which render interaction more natural 
aud congenial than any other course. The 
Democrats are willing to do much in order 
to secure control of the city government, 
to carry the senatorial election, and to 
secure a firmer leverage on the State for 
the Presidential election. W hat they are 
willing to do in the way of alliances their 
course during the campaign of last Fall 
demonstrated very clearly, and there is no 
reason to suppose that they have become 
any more squeamish or scrupulous since 
then. They of course agree that the Com­ 
mittee of Two Hundred shall put eight 
Democrats on the Freeholder’s ticket, and 
of course they will declare that everybody 
ought to support that ticket without distinc­ 
tion of party. But if it should happen that 
the Democrats put up by the Kearneyites, 
and the Democrats on the Committee’s 
ticket, are the only candidates elected, it 
is not to be imagined that the leaders of 
the Democracy would be much grieved, 
though they might profes3 regret at the 
waywardness of their followers. That, at 
all events, is the danger which seen* 
obvious to the dispassionate spectator, ami 


RUSSIAN INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 
The latest and most characteristic illus 
tration of Russian internal improvement 
consists in a demand for more prisons in 
Siberia. The Government is deporting 
such crowds of suspected people that it is 
found necessary to build more jails and 
barracks to put them in. The Russian 
people ask for constitutional government, 
aud this is the Czar’s reply. It is not to 
be wondered at that Nihilism proves in­ 
tractable, and that the efforts of the 
Third Section to extirpate it are utterly in­ 
effectual. These enormous deportations to 
Siberia are making recruits for Nihilism 
every day. For each victim dispatched 
to the mines two haters of tyranny are 
forced into action. It is becoming more 
evident continually that a large class 
in Russia are desperate, and that 
having no future and no hopes they 
are willing 
to 
sacrifice themselves 
in any wild deed, for the sake of destroy­ 
ing the Government. During the past 
year it is said that more prisoners have 
been sent to Siberia than went there dur­ 
ing the entire reign of Emperor Nicholas. 
Yet the latter has been contrasted with 
Alexander, as a tyrant. If this state of 
things lasts much longer the population of 
Siberia will be too numerous to guard, and 
then perhaps the problem will be solved 
by death sentences in lieu of exile. But it 
is plain that the situation is rapidly be­ 
coming impossible, and that this rigor 011 
the one side and desperation on the other 
must produce a terrible catastrophe in the 
eud. 


THE WOMEN DEFEATED. 
York’s hill to allow women to vote on 
school questions, after being passed on 
Wednesday evening, was yesterday recon­ 
sidered by the Assembly, and defeated. 
The majority never intended that it should 
become a law. They were amusing them­ 
selves with the question merely, and were 
taken by surprise when it passed. We 
suppose the advocates of the bill will feel 
very much chagrined at this disastrous 
outcome of their efforts, but so long as the 
new Constitution is what it is we do not 
believe that any law of this kind would 
stand, and consequently we do not think 
it is worth while to spend any time in lob­ 
bying for such measures. A constitutional 
amendment id the practical recourse of the 
woman suffragists, aiul it is rather singullr 
that they have not yet recognized this fact. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From Sin Francisco exchanges of Mareli 25th.] 
The steamer Belgic will be due from 
Hongkong to-morrow. 
Sailors arc said to he scarce, and some 
vessels are temporarily detained in port in 
consequence. 
The United Slates Grand Jury will be 
finally discharged next Wednesday, till 
which time it has been excused. 
Thomas F. Douglass, Deputy County 
Clerk of this city, last week obtained leave 
of absence for a short visit to Los Angeles. 
This morning a telegram was received an­ 
nouncing his death. 
The John D. Spreckels and Claus Spreck- 
els made the run to the Hawaiian Islands 
in ten days and thirteen hours. Tins is 
the first trip of the former. Both vessels 
were built here, and show excellent sail­ 
ing qualities. 
The meeting of the Slate Horticultural 
Society, which takes place to-morrow af­ 
ternoon at 1 o’clock, in tho Y. M. C. A. 
Hall, Sutter street, will bo of much in­ 
terest. There will he reports of commit­ 
tees on various important topics. 
The case of George Bergin, the boy in­ 
dicted for the murder of J. W. Robertson, 
a teacher in the Industrial School, 011 trial 
before Judge Freelon, went to the jury at 
1 o’clock yesterday, which, after an hour’s 
deliberation, returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 
Since the 11 1 of January the Police Judge 
has sent to the Superior Court 121 felony 
cases, which, together with a large num- 
Ler sent up since the adjournment of the 
last Grand Jury, are awaiting legislative 
action in respect to the drawing of juries 
in order that some disposition may be made 
of them. 
In a back lot on Tenth, between Harri­ 
son and Byrant streets, is an old two-story 
rookery. This is now inhabited by about 
250 unemployed men, to w hom food is sup­ 
plied and a place to sleep.

of the Political Code are not in conflict 
therewith. It therefore follows that no 
legislation is necessary to direct Assessors 
how to proceed. They are to assess all 
property and to ascertain the value thereof 
under the existing laws. 
There is a good prospect of an unusual 
interest being taken in Sierra mines this 
year by outside capitalists. This is en­ 
couraging for the future of our county, and 
much increase in our prosperity may there­ 
from result.—[Downieville Messenger.

San F rancisco, March 25th.—I have had

tho law, but in all their operations would con­ 
fine themselves strictly to legal measures. It 
may be well enough to add that lie is a friend 
of the Chronicle, and is one cf the members 
from whom that paper has received its in­ 
formation. From what I hear since writing 
you, I am inspired to believe that the Work­

Both insist that 
the conference of the committee with Kal- 
loch was confined to a meeting at the May­ 
or’s office 011 the 15th, and au informal meet­ 
ing the next day, when Kalloeh reported the 
resolutions of the Ward Presidents, 'lhey as­ 
sert most positively that at no time was there 
any intention of a compromise with the sand 
lot, but that the meetings were agreed to to 
hear a proposition to disband the military 
organization and stop agitation, which they 
were given to understand would be proposed 
by the sand-lot leaders, and agree that since 
then no conferences of any kind, for any pur­ 
pose, have been held witli representatives cf 
the Workingmen. 
The Council is now busying itself with the 
freeholders’ election, and using every means 
in its power to carry the city for its ticket, 
announced yesterday. Much indiguation is 
expressed at the course of the Democrats in 
breaking their agreement and indorsing 
Freud. It was expressly understood that 
the Council should nominate a citizens’ ticket 
for tlie freeholders, and that both Democrats 
and Republicans, refraining from making 
partisan nominations, should indorse the 
Council’s ticket. 
Both Republicans and 
Democrats were to nominate candidates for 
¡átate Senator, the Council agreeing to print 
the necessary ticket?, Half with the name of 
the Democratic candidate for Senator, and 
Half with tho name of the Republican candi­ 
date, it being fully understood that the 
Democrats would nominate a straight Demo­ 
crat. This was satisfactory, and the Re­ 
publicans indorsed the Council’s freeholder 
nominations, and named Byrnes for Sena­ 
tor. 
The Democrats, however, flew the 
track and indorsed Freud, the sand- 
lot candidate, in accordance with a 
bargain that Freud, in return for the Demo­ 
cratic support, should pledge himse'f to vote 
for a Democrat for United States Senator. 
The Republicans at once objected to having 
Fiend’s name put on any ticket containing 
the names of the Council’s freeholder nom­ 
inees, holding that he wai ir: no sense the 
Democratic nominee. They had agreed to 
share the tickets with them, and they w. uld 
not in any case have anything to do with a 
sand-lotter. The Council concluded to print 
tiie ticket with the name of Byrnes as Sen­ 
ator only, and this has been accepted as sat­ 
isfactory by tiie Republicans. Conservative 
leading Democrats denounce fiercely the in­ 
dorsement of Freud, and generally de­ 
clare that they will i.ot support him. 
It has not been decided whether they will 
put up a straight candidate in opposition 
to Freud, or repudiate him aud vote for 
Byrnes—most probably the latter. In any 
event, no Democrats outside of the po'iticiaus 
aud sympathizers with the sand lots will 
touch Freud, aud it is confidently believed that 
so many will vote for Byrnes as to make his 
election sure. Among the business men, 
especially on Front street and in the whole­ 
sale quarters of the city, it is difficult to find 
a Democrat who dues not repudiate the in­ 
dorsement of Freud as disgraceful aud not to 
be submitted to. 
There will be a consultation among leading 
Democrats to-night to decide whether they 
will make a straight nomination or take step? 
to concentrate the respectable Democratic 
vote on Byrn s, as a meon3 of defeating the 
sand-lot intrigues. 
The indorsement of 
Freud was brought about by Democratic 
politicians in the interest of a certain promi 
nent candidate for the United States Senate, 
who lias no hesitation at sacrificing the inter­ 
ests of the city if his ambition can be ad­ 
vanced, but it is safe to assume that no re­ 
spectable Democrat sympathizes with Him, 
and that the bulk of tiie party here will do 
their best to defeat the bargain. 
The C hinatow n Q uestion. 
San F rancisco, March 25th.—The thirty 
days’ notice of tho condemnation of China­ 
town expired to-day, but the Board of Health 
has as yet taken no action with regard to it. 
As far as can be learned, the Board has no 
other power than to cau-e the enforcement of 
existing laws regarding nuisances and over­ 
crowding. The laws and ordinances relating 
to the former bear more heavily upon prop- 
crty-ouners than upon the occupants of the 
buildings, and were they enforced strictly 
the Caucasian property-owners of Chinatown 
would suffer more than the Mongolian ten­ 
ants of the condemned buildings. It is hardly 
possible, it is stated, to make many arrests 
on account of violations of law, as there is 
no place in which the prisoners can be kept. 
The jails are filled to overflowing already. 
This fact has been brought to the notice of 
the Board of Supervisors and Board of Police 
Commissioner?, but as yet no action has been 
taken towards providing quarters for the 
detention of prisoners who could be arrested 
in scores should the cubic air ordinance and 
other laws be enforced.

Fire Near Rod B ind—One Man Burued lo 
Ilcalh—Narrow Escape of Others. 
R ed Bi.ufk, March 25th.—This morning 
at 2 o’clock the large two-story frame board­ 
ing-house on the ranch of J. S. Cone, four 
miles east of this place, was totally de-troyed 
by fire. The building was used as a sleeping 
and eating hou-e for the employes of his 
ranch, who barely bad time to escape. One 
man, named Cris Smith, was burned to 
death, he being in tha second story and un­ 
able to make bis escap?. All the inmates 
were more or less burned, but none but Smith 
seriously. The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but it is supposed that it caught in the kitch­ 
en.

V ictoria, March 25th.—A miner has ar­ 
rived from the Skagit mines, in stven days 
from Iiuby creek. lie and his party took in 
three months’ provisions on sleighs, and 
cached them on Ruby creek. He says the 
season is backward, and advises none to go in 
for a month to come. 
The latest advices from Nicolai state that 
the weather is still as hard as deep snow and 
intense frost can make it. Between the 1st 
and 14th instants snow fell to a depth of 
twelve inches. The prevailing winds are 
from the north, and the mercury frequently 
goes down to 5, 10 and 20 degrees below zero, 
and at Douglas and Minnie lotke if fell to 26 
degrees below zero. The cattle are all starv­ 
ing to death in great numbers, and the Indi­ 
ans will lose nearly all their horses. Num­ 
bers of settlers since the 1st instant have 
been constantly felling timber and cutting 
down brush for cattle feed. What the loss 
will be among cattle, horses and sheep, no 
person can at present estimate. One thing is 
certain, it will, generally speaking, be very 
heavy. The weather appears as hard as it 
was on Christmas day. From the quantity 
of packed snow on the ground, should a 
thaw set in to morrow it will take several 
days to get rid of it, and such floods will 
likely ensue as we have not seen for some 
time. The present crisis is really a serious 
one to tiie etock-raisers of Yale district. 
The wind is westerly, with heavy flurries 
of sncw.

Tlic New Minister to China and the Com­ 
m issioners. 
New York, March 25th.—The IB raid's 
Wasliington correspondent has this : The 
President made three important nonmiuatiuns 
to-day—those of James B. Angelí, President 
of Michigan University, to be Minister to 
China, and Johu F. Swift of California and 
William H. Trescott of South Carolina, “ to 
be Commissioners to China, to constitute, 
with the Minister Plenipotentiary’, a Com­ 
mission to negotiate and conclude by treaty a 
settlement of such matters of interest to tiie 
two countries now pending between the sanie 
as may bo confided to it.” These are the 
words with which the nominations were sent 
in. It is under stood that these gentlemen 
have beeu selected with special reference 
to their pecti’i ir fitness for a negotiation of 
uncommon importance. Mr. Angeli is a 
very’ accomplished man, concerning whose 
fitness for the office of Embassador tho-e who 
know him speak in the highest terms. He 
is in politics a Republican, and so likewise is 
Mr. Swift, who is an eminent lawyer of Cali­ 
fornia, and a man of high character and abil­ 
ities, familiar with all the phases of the Chi­ 
nese question as it attracts attention on the 
Western coast. Mr. Trescott is well known 
as one of the most experienced diplomatists 
this country has. lie is the author of a his­ 
tory of American diplomacy, which is highly 
valued in Europe as well as here, as a well- 
known publicist, and his thorough familiar­ 
ity’ witli diplomatic history and practices will 
make his services important and valuable. 
He was selected both on these account? and 
because it was thought advisable by the 
President and the Secretary of State that 
one member of so important a Commission 
should be a Democrat. It is understood that 
prominent Republicans were consulted, and 
that his nomination is as acceptable to them 
as to the Democrats, and the Secretary of State 
has been complimented in various quarters 
this evening for the skill with which he has 
selected the best men for the important work 
of framing a new treaty with China. It is 
thought that the sending out of such a com­ 
mission will prove to the Chinese Govern­ 
ment that this Government wants a new 
treaty. There is some reason to think that 
the C'hiuese have trifled with Seward, who is 
recalled, as it is believed iiere, not only be­ 
cause of cl.arges made against him- here, but 
because he has not beeu match enough for 
the Chinese diplomatists. The gentlemen 
who form the commission go out, therefore, 
to form and conclude a treaty which yet re­ 
mains to be made, and probably the services 
of Angelí, in particular, could not have beeu 
obtained except to do some important and 
definite public service. There is reason to 
hope that the Commi-sioners will succeed, 
under Evarts’ instructions, in making a 
speedy and fortunate settlement of tho Chi­ 
nese problem. 
The Tribune says of the Chinese question 
and the recent appointments: These selec­ 
tions have been made with admirable skill to 
secure the benefit of the highest learning and 
the best wisdom in the consideration of the 
treaty, at the same time that even the lm st 
radical views are allowed a voice. 
The 
measures recommended by such a body as 
tiiis is almost certain to command the ap­ 
proval of the conservative opinion of the 
country. It is not likely to satisfy the ex­ 
treme opponents of Chinese immigration, but 
it is plain on the other hand that their de­ 
mands are to be fully and fairly heard. 
M ongolian Invasion of New Ym-l». 
New York, March 25th.—The C ■ nmercial 
Bulletin to-day says : Our .San Francisco con­ 
temporaries derive some comfort in the midst 
of ti.e troubles that beset them, from the 
expectation that the Chinese, whom the 
hoodlum Constitution has driven eastward, 
will speedily create trouble, especially in New 
York and other large cities whose laboring 
classes will have to compete with Asiatic 
cheap labor. 5\ e doubt whether the expec­ 
tation wiil be realized. New York is so cos­ 
mopolitan a community that it readily ab­ 
sorbs the most diverse races without social, 
commercial and political disturbance. M'e 
get along very well with Teuton, Celt, Scan­ 
dinavian, Muscovite, Greek, African, etc., 
and it the Mongolian is now to be thrown in, 
we «io not anticipate a convulsion of any kind. 
11 is the persecution of or.e race by another 
that is at the bottom of the California 
troubles, but as no such persecution is possi­ 
ble under the existing conditions of civiliza­ 
tion in New York a epetition of these 
troubles here is out of question. 
tírnnt in Galveston. 
G alveston, March 25th.—General Grant 
at last night’s banquet, answering a flattering 
toast to liiraself, thanked the city for the cor­ 
dial reception. He referred to his visit here 
as a Lieutenant more than a third of a cen­ 
tury ago ; cqmplimeuted the State on its vast 
domain ; wished for them and the entire 
South that they might go ou developing its 
resources, and in their prosperity forget that 
there is a boundary between the North and 
South. [Prolonged cheers ] He said : “ I 
am sure we will all be happier and much 
more prosperous when the day comes that 
there will be no sectional feeling. Let any 
American travel abroad, as I have doue, and 
with the opportunity of witnessing what is 
there to be seen that I have had, and he will 
return to America a better American and a 
better citizen than he was when he went 
away. [Loud cheers.] lie will return more 
in love with his own country. Far be it 
from me to find fault with any European 
Government. I was well received at their 
bands, on every side, by every nation in Eu­ 
rope ; but with their dense population and 
worn-out soil, it takes a great deal of Govern­ 
ment aid to enable the people to get from the 
soil a bare subsistence. Here we have a rich 
virgin soil, with room enough for all to ex­ 
pand and live with the i:3e of very little Gov­ 
ernment aid. I hope that we may be able to 
get along happily and contentedly, without 
being too much governed.” 
Iloraiio Seymour nu<! the I’resiilency. 
W ashington, Match 25th.—The Post pro­ 
duces letters aud dispatches from Syracuse to 
bolster up its dispatch of au interview with 
Seymour, aud again states the situation as 
follows : “ Governor Seymour’s present po­ 
sition on the Presidential question may be 
stated in the brief tereos with which we have 
been accjstomed to refer to it. He is not a 
candidate, and does not want the Democratic 
nomination, but if the latter is given to him 
he will not refuse it. Nothing can be plainer 
than this, and it is all that we have ever as­ 
serted in the premises. It being, then, a 
question of whether the Democracy shall 
nominate as their candidate a man whose 
nomination meaus his election, or some one 
else, upon whom great hopes may be placed 
but about whose ultimate success there exists 
a very natural doubt, we see no excuse for 
hesitating as to the course to be pursued.

FOBF1CN NEWS. 
Knssla's Movements Against tbe Turco­ 
mans. 
St. P etersburg, '.'arch 25th.—The de­ 
parture of General Skobeleff, Commander of 
the Russian expedition aeainst the Turco­ 
mans, has been postponed until Friday next. 
A railway will be commenced simultaneously 
at two point3 from Krsscovadsk to Tchikis- 
lar, and from the latter place to Chatte. 
General Skobeleff does not underrate the 


Turcomans. He is largely provided with ar­ 
tillery, having deemed it necessary to have 
more than double the usual proportion. It 
is believed that no newspaper correspondents 
will be allowed to accompany him. The 
press has been already officially notifi. 1 to 
refrain from publishing anything referring to 
the expedition. 
The tzar Seeking an Alliance with Japan. 
L ondon, March 25th.—Vienna dispatches 
announce that Russia is seeking an alliance 
with Japan against China. Li Hung Chang, 
the Tien Tsin Viceroy, has received §2,000,000 
from the Pekin Government to purchase 
eight guuboats in England or the United 
¡States, to defeud ths coast against the possi­ 
ble attacks of Russia. Russia ¡3 meanwhile 
organizing tne native tribes in the vicinity of 
Kuldja for the defense of that place against 
China.' 
Severe Snow-Storm. 
St. John (N. B.), March 25th.—The se­ 
verest snow-storm of the winter rages. It 
began yesterday, Tiie snow is over a foot on 
the level. There are many huge drifts. 
Trains and steamers are delayed. 
1USCELLA5 EOS'S. 
The Emperor of Russia has presented 
Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria, with a war 
steamer, 40,000 rifl-s and several Krupp guns. 
The New York Mining A'ctcs says: 't here 
is a comparative discrepancy in the quota­ 
tions of the San Francisco Board and the 
prices here of the same stocks which requires 
explanation, and there seems to be a system 
of “ wash sales ” tiiere which the market here 
dees nut sympathize with, the discrepancy in 
some instances reaching as high as ten points 
in some particular stocks.

1 HE RAILROAD SIGNAL SERVICE. 
Few people, even those living along tli 
line of the road, are aware of the perfect 
aud systematic signal service kept up along 
the line of the Central Pacific Railroad over 
tiie Sierra K evada mountains. 
Between 
Trackee and Bine Canyon are track­ 
walkers who go over the road at stated in­ 
tervals and iu some places in the sheds 
after every train passes. 
There are three 
divisions of track-waikers between Truckee 
and Summit. 
There are watchmen at the 
bridges who keep a lookout night and day. 
At regular intervals are the signal boxes. 
The one at the Donner Creek bridge, half 
a mile above town, is box 32. A small key 
unlocks an iron box, inside of which is a 
circular dial with a hand like a clock. 
Around tho circle are the following signals : 
First the figure 2. That means “ all right.” 
At every thirty minutes during the night 
and day, hot aud cold, summer and winter, 
a watchman goes to the box and turns the 
hand to that figure aud then springs a lev­ 
er, and then Blue Canyon is communicated 
with ; and a second afterwards a little bell 
is heard in the Box, which is the answer 
from headquarters. 
He then closes the 
box and goes into the cabin for thirty 
minutes more, w hen the same is repeated. 
Then 011 the dial is the figure 1, whioh 
means “call telephone.” Then the words 
“Ehed down.” When any other signal is 
given than No. 2, the telegraph imme­ 
diately informs the operator at Truckee, 
when a wrecking or water train starts out 
in less than five minutes after the dis­ 
covery of an accident. There are also on 
the dial “ rock,” which means a slide or 
rock on the track. Then “ train off,” also 
“ wreckingcar,” then “ east” and “ west,” 
which means the direction of the accident. 
Then “ trackmen,” which nuans that the 
track-walker lias just passed. 
The si .nal 
of “ fire” is also on this instrument, but 
there are also special lire boxes, and when 
if fire is discovered, by unlocking the box 
and pulling the lever a large gong is struck 
simultaneously at all the communicating 
offices, and lire trains start off immedi­ 
ately. 
If on opening the lire box the 
watchman hears a little bell strike, he 
knows that communication is sent from 
some other fire box. 
There are ten fire 
boxes between hero and Summit, and thir­ 
ty-four between her» and Blue Canyon. It 
will thus be seen that the railroad signal 
service on the rocky and rugged Sierras is 
no small item of expense, and is most 
thorough and systematic to guard against 
danger and accidents of all kinds.—

THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 


There is one building in the city wherein 
are’located two telephones, which of course 
are on the same circuit. The instruments 
are in different rooms, though only about 
fifty feet apart. A few days ago an employe 
in one uf the offices was telling a friend about 
the recent improvements that have been 
made in this method of communication. The 
latter person is an intelligent gentleman, but 
one who is wholly engrossed in his business, 
and consequently not fully aware of all pro­ 
gressive movements of the outer world. As 
the narrator proceeded in his description his 
hearer grew so interested that he innocently 
fell into a trap that was set for him, 
by

evening to 
witness 
the workings 
of tho talking machine. 
When he reached 
the place two clerks were present, but one of 
them immediately took his departure, appar­ 
ently for the purpose of spending the evening 
out in the city, but in reality to go to the 
other apartment and answer the call. 
The 
clerk, after instructing his friend in the use 
of the insti mnen t, said “ I will call Chicago 
for you.” Immediately there carne a respon­ 
sive ringing and the usual “ Hello ! W hat’s 
wanted—-where are you 
The visitor then 
seized the tube aud shouted, “ Sacramento— 
where are y°u ?” To his astoni-hment there 
came the answer “ Chicago !” The following 
conversation then ensued : 
“ How are times in California? Is there 
any danger of a riot? We hear Denis— 
roasted bodies—Kearney put in (’ity Hall— 
militia hung—Kalloch aud Ah Young aud 
all the other Chinamen murdered.” 
The 
Californian, catching the meaning of the con­ 
fused sounds, explained the matter carefully 
and assured the far-away inquirer, “ A llis 
qu iet: there is no danger; California has a 
glorious climate, and is a better State than 
DHooig.” 
“ Oil, no,” said the egotistical Chicago 
man ; “ we have got the biggest city in 
the woild, and the finest people. 
St. Louis 
and New York are nowhere. If you ever 
come here I will prove it to you. I clerk at 
the Tremout Hotel, and will be glad to enter­ 
tain you." 
“ Well, w ell! that is strange,” laughed the 
delighted Sacramentan. 
“ I am a clerk in 
the 
Hotel, at Sacramento. You must 
come to see me.” 
After mutual promises between the two the 
conversation ceased. The Sacramento clerk 
expressed his high appreciation of the won­ 
derful invention, and has ever since been 
earnestly striving to convince his employer 
that a telephone should be placed in the ho­ 
tel, and cites his communication with the 
Chicago hotel in pr»of of the advantages 
that might be derived from it. 


Meeting of the Assembly Committee on 
Corporations. 
The Assembly Committee on Corporations 
held a meeting last evening for the consider­ 
ation of Senate Bill No. 183, regulating in­ 
surance companies in this State. 
A number 
of gentlemen representing the various insur­ 
ance companies were present, including J . J. 
Desmond, General Hutchinson, E. D. Farns­ 
worth, Julius Jacobs, L. L. Bromwell, Mr. 
Hopkins and Insurance Commissioner Ford. 
Mr. Bromwell appeared on behalf of the 
advocates of the bill, and presented a printed 
statement for the information of the com­ 
mittee. 
Judge Tyler opposed the passage of the hill 
on the ground, first, that it would permit 
foreign mutual insurance companies to do 
business in California without a dollar of 
capital or security for the protection of the 
public, and secondly, because this would be 
in direct conflict with that provision of the 
Constitution which declares that no corpora­ 
tion, organized outside of the limits of this 
State, shall be allowed to transact business 
within this State on more favorable condi­ 
tions than are prescribed by law to similar 
corporations. The bill, furthermore, would 
drive out of the State from thirty to forty 
foreign and Eastern insurance companies, 
and would aid in fostering a gigantic monop­ 
oly and a consequent raising of the rates. 
E. D. Farnsworth called attention to the 
fact that the friends of the bill had issued a 
circular, which had been distributed in the 
Senate Chamber, purporting to give a list of 
foreign companies favoring the passage of the 
bill. He prodnced letters to show that a 
dozen of the companies thus referred to, in­ 
cluding the St. Paul Insurance Company, 
French Insurance Company, La Coniiance 
Insurance Company and the Traders’ Insur­ 
ance Company, were opposed to the passage 
of any $300,000 capital law. This was merely 
to show the unfair method that was being 
adopted liy the friends of the bill. 
He also 
read a. statement showing thirty-four fire in­ 
surance companies having a less paid-up capi­ 
tal than §300,000, but with assets aggregating 
$16,0S8,143 10, doing business in the State of 
California, aud which would be compelled to 
withdraw from the State under the provisions 
of the amended bill. Under the provisions 
of that bill only thirteen of the New Ye rk 
companies would be admitted to California, 
and of those that would not be permitted to 
remain fitteen have assets, the lowest §510,­ 
245, and the highest §1,187,287. 
General Hutchinson followed with a brief 
address against the proposed law. 
His argu­ 
ment was divided into the following nine 
points: First—The State has no interest in 
the proposed bill beyond the question of 
revenue, aud no company objects to any 
proper and equitable taxation. Second—The 
only interests to be benefited by the passage 
of the bill are those of the local companies. 
Third—The Legislature cannot consent to 
legislate on behalf of local interests to the 
detriment of the general public. 
Fourth— 
The State cannot afford to drive $16,000,000 
of capital and assets out of the State for the 
purpose of bolstering up local institutions. 
Fifth—Wise laws, calculated to draw capital 
to 
the 
State 
and not drive it away, 
should corn mmd the earnest attention of 
the 
Legislature, 
and 
will 
receive the 
hearty 
approval of the 
people. 
Sixth 
—A largely-signed 
petition 
by 
leading 
bankers anil mercantile houses in San Fran­ 
cisco was presented to the Senate, remon­ 
strating against the passage of Bill 188 as 
opposeil to the best interests of the people of 
the State, aud its consideration by the As­ 
sembly is now quite in order. Seventh—No 
section of the State has sent up a petition for 
the passage of this or any other bill looking 
to the exclusion from the State of any of the 
insurance companies now doing business in 
it. Eighth—W ith equal propriety the mer­ 
chants of all departments in trade might 
come to the Legislatura atiá ask the aid of 
its strong arm on behalf of the interests in 
which they are respectively engaged, as op­ 
posed to all those who have ltss capital than 
possessed by them. N inth—The provisions 
of Bili 1SS will not stand the test of well- 
recognized business principles. 
The committee adjourned without having 
taken any action i:i the matter.

this State to fall to pieces from sheer lack 
of cohesion.
